The desire of Mrs. Anna Lingafel- 


ter to end her life may yet be ful- 
filled. Her recovery is by no means 
assured, and her physician while not 
predicting the outcome of the injury, 
is taking every precaution to forestall 
the serious results which often ac- 
jcompany an injury of this nature. 
' 
The greatest danger which the wo- 


man now confronts is the liability of 
tetanus. This dread disease is often 
caused by powder burns accompany- 
ing & gun shot wound. In this case, 
the powder bttrus were very serious. 
Ihere was of course a large quantity 
of powder in the charge and as the 
muzzle ot the shotgun was close to 
the Woman's arm, much of the burn- 
ed powder entered the flesh with the 
shot. 


Dr. C. W. Stimson, who with Dr. 


Hen maun, attended the injured wo- 
man, staled to an Advocate reporter 
Saturday morning that the charge of 
shot lacerated the lower part of the 
muscle from the armpit about one- 
third of the way down. The muscle 
on the front part of the arm was also 
carried away. 


In addition to the injuries men- 


tioned above and the great danger oi 
tetanus, the woman suffered a great 
nervous shock and even if there were 
no serious results trom the wounds 
received, the 
affair 
will probably 


cause a nervous breakdown. The wo- 
man has been in delicate health for 
teveral weeks and is not in condition 
to withs|and such a shock as she sus- 
tained Friday. 


The account in Friday's Advocate 


Of the tragedy was correct in every 
particular, 
and 
was corroborated 


later by George Lingafelter, the wo- 
man's husband, who came to the city 
after he was certain that the unfor- 
tunate woman was out of immediate 
danger. 


There is no doubt that she attempt- 


ed the rash act, and acknowledged 
that she wished to kill herself just 
before going under the anaesthetic. 


When Mr. Lingafelter left home in 


the afternoon to come to the city she 
•was yet unable to talk and as her 
condition is still critical, 
no effort 


will be made to question her for her 
reasons in attempting to end her life 
the reasons in attempting to end her 
life until it is sure that she is ration- 
al. 


When questioned about the prob- 


able reason for the act, Mr. Lingafel- 
ter stated that for some time his wife 
had been in delicate health and had 
been inclined to imagine things, 
but 


that she and 
his 
daughter, Belle, 


were always on the best of terms and 
indeed their great friendship was pos- 
sibly one of the reasons 
why she 


tried to do the deed. 


Explaining the above statement 


Mr. Lingafelter said: "My son Fred 
who is located at Mansfield, 
came 


home Saturday for a visit over Sun- 
day, and while there he invited his 
sister Belle to come to Mansfield and 
pay him a visit of four or five days 
My wife did not understand the invi- 
tation was for only four or five days 
but got the impression 
that Belle 


;was to leave home for good. Sundaj, 
after dinner, while I was reading in 
the hammock, my wife came out of 
the house, and said: 
'Belle is going 


to Mansfield with Fred.' and I see 
now that this was stronger 
in her 


mind than 
we thought. 
Monday 


morning, when I got the rig ready 
for Belle to take my son to the sta- 
tion, and after they had 
left 
she 


harped on the fact that if Belle left, 
people would talk and say that she 
was the cause of Belle leaving home. 


"We all got along nicely together," 


further rtated Mr. Lingafolter, "and 
this is the only thing that I can as- 
sisn for her doing what she did. She 
is of nervous temperament and is in 
a low state of health, and was no 
doubt temporarily insane and imag- 
ined that my daughter and she, who 
think everything good of each other,

can be no question of war betw'eeii 
Japan and the United States is as 
plain 
as the axiom that

make 4," writes Kojino Matsukata, 
a Japanese of high rank and editor 
of the Kobe Shinbun, one of 
the 


most influential newspapers in Japan 
in an article in the Evening World 
toda.\. 
Mr. Matsakata was educated 


in America. He is here with Admir- 
al Baron Yamamoto. 


"As a nation we Japs are puzzled 


at this war 
talk," he 
continued. 


"There is no real party in 
Japan. 


There are perhaps 10,000 men out of 
50,000,000 
who are excited. This 


class, which here would probably be 
termed 'jingoes,' we call in 
Japan 


•yakkiguma,' or 'thoughtless ones.' 


"But even these do not clamor for 


war. 
Their only request is that our 


government 
prove 
itself 
strong 


enough to demand redress for the 
damage inflicted on our countrymen 
in San Francisco. 
As for the 
San 


Fraiciaco affair, it Is to our mutual 
relations as the sting of a gnat on a 
human body, 


"If the honor of our nation were 


at stake we would fight. But nation- 
al honor is not involved. 
For our 


own sakes we were forced to go to 
war with Russia. Sooner or later that 
clash had to come. 


"Your 
American 
'jingoes' 
can 


perhaps talk lightly 
ot war. 
The 


only battles most of them can remem- 
ber were those of your Spanish cam- 
paign. 
That contest was so quickly 


decided and drained the resources of 
your nation sol gihtly that you can 
hardly appreciate our attitude. With 
us the old father and mother were 
forced to toil for a livelihood while 
their sons were on the 
battlefield. 


Russia was ever eager to expand her 
territory. America is not. Wihen a 
man is very rich he often does not 
know the exact amount of his wealth. 
So, I think, it is with you Americans. 
Your prestige is so great jou fail 
to realize its full extent. 
You are, 


to my mind, in no danger of war with 
any power. 
Few nations could al-

Hay- 
wood's cross-examination is over. But 
one more witness is to be called by 
the defense—an expert in the use of 
explosives 
upon 
whom Haywood's 


lawyers depend to upset several of 
the stories Orchard told concerning 
dynamiting he professed to have done 
for the Miners' Federation. The re- 
buttal will begin at once and will oc- 
cupy about three days. 


Night sessions of court will be held 


when the 
arguments begin. Judge 


Wood hopes to have the case in the 
jury's hands by next Saturday. Hay- 
wood proved by far th« most interest- 
ing witness .examined since the trial 
began. Orchard's story was naturally 
pf a more sensational nature. Hay- 
wood's personality made up however, 
for what his testimony lacked in the 
blood and thunder element. 


Indeed, when the 
miners' leader 


turned from denials to attacks on the 
mine owners organization his account 
assumed as dramatic a form perhaps 
as that of the confessed arch-assassin 
himself. 


Haywood's 
cross-examination 
by 


Senator Borah was conducted along 
peculiar lines. 
Borah made no 
at- 


tempt to insist on legal technicalities, 
permitted Haywood to tell his story 
in his own way and allowed him to

Borah tried hard to draw an ad- 


mission from Haywood that the latter 
had a feeling of personal resentment 
against the Colorado and Idaho au- 
thorities who figured in the long war- 
fare between the mine owners and 
their striking employes. 


"I will answer you frankly," said 


Haywood. "I had no personal enmity 
toward these men, but I regarded them 
as part of an administration absolute- 
ly controlled by the corporations."

1 coin fellowship, an association design- 
ed to become national in scope anfl 
character, says the New York Tribune. 
The fellowship is intended to perpetn 
ate Lincoln's memory and keep alive 
his principles and patriotism. 


Fifty letters wer« read from promi 


neiit men, most of them containing th 
initiation fee of a dollar for member- 
ship, including Horace White, Genera 
O. O. Howard aud others. Horace 
White wrote that he hoped the organi 
zation would accomplish something 
more than fdve an annual dinner in 
memory of Lincoln. 


One of the charter members is C. W. 


McLellan, a retired New York banker, 
who was an officer in the Confederate 
army. Others who joined are David H 
Bates, Lincoln's telegrapher in the war 
department; Major J. B. Merwin, Mid- 
dleford, Conn., who was, Lincoln's con- 
fidential agent and who says he dined 
with Lincoln in the AVhite House on 
the day of the assassination and start- 
ed for New York early that evening to 
present Lincoln's letter to Horace 
Greeley 
containing the president's 


plans for digging the Panama canal 
with 200,000 negro soldiers, with Ben 
Butler as supervisor; Charles A. Tin- 
ker, clerk in the war department, and 
General James Grant Wilson, who ex- 
hibited a ring containing strands o) 
hair from the heads of Washington, 
Wellington, Napoleon, Alexander Ham- 
ilton, Lincoln and Grant. Major Mer- 
win had the original order written 
and signed by Lincoln passing him 
through the army lines. 


These officers were elected: Major 


William Lambert, U. S. A., retired, of 
Philadelphia, who served under Gen- 
eral Thomas in the civil war, presi- 
dent; General James Grant Wilson, C. 
W. McLellan, Judd Stewart New 
York; J. B. Oakleaf, Moline, 111.; 
Alonzo 
Rothschild, East 
Roxboro, 


Mass., and General James Fish of Min- 
neapolis, vice presidents; F. D. Tandy 
and Judd Stewart, New York, secre- 
tary and treasurer respectively. The 
fellowship will hold its annual meet- 
Ing on Lincoln's birthday and will 
hold memorial services on the anni- 
versary of his death, April 12. It is 
proposed to celebrate the centennial 
anniversary of his birth, Feb. 12, 1909.

'.',Ky the Rev. Jos. A. Bennett, Pastor of the Fifth Street Baptist Church," 
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"Behold the Lamb of God, which 


taketh away the sin of the world."— 
St. John I, 29." 


At the very threshold of the Mas- 


ter's ministry He is pointed out as 
the Saviour of the uorld. How John 
came by this great truth need give 
us no concern. The truth use if is suf- 
ficient to engage our most earnest at- 
tention and prayerful consideration. 


It was a memoiabic day, "that on 


whirh John «tor»1 hv th» Torrtnn sur- 
rounded by a mighty multitude who 
had come to hear his preaching and 
receive his baptism—memorable 
not 


so much for the impressions made by 
the wilderness preacher, not because 
of the many who flocked to his bap- 
tism, but because of this one great 
fact: The Christ was pointed out that 
day as 'The Lamb of God which taketh 
away the sin of the world." 


I fancy I can see that 
wondrous 


scene. There stood the herald of the 
Christ, clad in the garb of the pro- 
phet, made of rough camel's hair and 
a girt about with a leather 
girdle; 


his eye flashes and his voice rings with 
a message as stern and unbending as 
the crags of 
yonder mountain 
in 


which he has made his home. Re- 
pent! repent! repent! This he drives 
home as the indispensable requisite to 
the coming of the 
Messiah's king- 


dom, behind him flows the Jordan, in 
which so many of his disciples 
had 


been baptized, stretching before him. 
on the rocks and tree and grassy slope 
is the vast audience come from Jeru- 
salem and the surrounding country to 
hear this preacher who was not afraid 
to call things by their proper names, 
and to denounce sin, whether it be in 
Harod, the King, or a peasant from 
the hillside. The Baptist is preach- 
ing; he urges the people to repent of 
their sins; the people are intent upon 
his words, and, perhaps, wondering 
how they are to get rid of their sins. 


Just now the eye of the 
preacher 


wanders from his audience and rests 
upon Jesus, who has just turned a 
bend in the road and is LOW in full 
view. The preacher moved by a sud- 
den inspiration, braces himself, and 
with a brighter flash of the eye and 
with all the power of his soul thrown 
into his voice, cries: 
"Behold 
the 


Lamb of God that taketh away the 
sin of the world." 
That cry struck 


deep in the hearts of the neonle. it 
reverberated amid the Judean 
hills 


and is vocal still, it has been caught 
up by the preachers of every age and 
land, nay, not alone the pieachers, 
but the who' 
army of the redeemed 


point to the Christ and crj, "Behold 
the Lamb." 


Christ is called the lamb not simply 


because it is an emblem of meakness^ 
nor yet because like, the lamb He is 
to be led to the slaughter 
but be- 


cause every day ir the temple a lamb 
was offered in sacrifice, and this sac- 
rifice was but a type of Cnrist as tne 
everlasting propitiation whose blood 
continually speaks. He is called a 
lamb because just as 
the 
Paschal 


lamb was slain and his blood sprinkled 
upon the doorposts of the children of 
Israel to ward off the stroke of the 
destroying angel, so Christ was slain 
^and has become our passover, it is 
His blood and His blood alone, which 
will cause the wing of God's avenging 
angel to pass by us without shaking 
death and destruction upon our guilty 
souls. 


Christ is not only the Lamb of God, 


but as such He takes away the sin 
of the world. In doing so He removes 
that which above all things else is 
offensive to God and destructive of 
man's happiness, but how does he do 
this? By being led as a lamb to the 
slaughter and d.ying, while upon His 
head rested the sin of the world; He 
not only bears our sin, bi'z. He bears 


it for us, "as far a» the east is from 
the west, so far hath he removed our 
transgressions from us." Do you ask 
what I mean by beholding the Lamb? 
This—turn your mind away from your 
sin to Christ 
the 
sin-bearer—turn, 


your mind away from your weakness 
to Christ the strength of God. Don't 
look at your own infirmities, but look 
to Jesus and know that if He could 
bear the sin of the world, He can and 
will bear your. What I mean by be- 
holding the Lamb 01 God is to centre 
your heart's affections upon Him—to 
love Him, trust Him, honor and obey 
Him. It will be worse than folly to 
fix your attention upon anything else 
than this Lamb of God. . 


Behold Him, good friends; fix your 


eyes upon Him, and never let them 
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to fasten your 
hope of salvation. 


Would you know something of His 
love for sinnersr? Behold Him talking 
to that outcast woman; behold Him 
calling Matthew the publican; behold 
Him at yonder feast surrounded by 
publicans and 
sinners. 
Would you 


know something of His power? Then 
behold 
Him 
walking on yonder 


stormy wave; behold 
Him 
feeding 


that hungry mulfi'tude; behold Him 
heal that leper, restore that palsied 
man, cure that woman with the in- 
firmity, give sight to those blind men, 
and raise His friend Lazarus from the 
dead. Behold all these things and 
know that He still has power to calm 
the tempest of grier, to satisfy hun- 
gry souls, to remove the leprosy of 
sin, to restore our palsied powers, to 
heal every infirmity of the spirit and 
raise the soul from its death of sin 
to a life of righteousness and trust in 
God.

How It Is Mined for Our Use Today.

of layer upon layer. If the layers are 
laid upright the heat of the fire be- 
low stands a far better chance to 
shoot through and up. Don't forget 
that. 


"Coal consists of la,yer upon layer 


of fallen vegetation of long ago. Hun- 
dreds and thousands of years ago this 
lump of coal I now hold in my band 
was being formed by the dropping of 
leaves, stems and branches;' just the 
same as in the fall we find our carpet 
of leaves overspreading 
our 
city 


parks. 


"In those days there was no man 


with-the rake," and the destiny of the 
present was being accomplished. For. 


the sun is the source of

earth's energy. 
And, wherever you 


see an automobile coming, and step 
aside, you pay a compliment to the 
sun, whether you know it or not. 
» "In these old days the sun sent 
forth its heat, and the leaves, stems, 
branches and trunks of earth's vege- 
tation were warmed and grew. 
In 


the form of coal that energy of the 
past has come to us. 


'With coal we generate 
steam. 


With the aid of steam we make all 
kinds of -wheels go round, and develop 
electricity, compressed air and other 
motive powers. But it must all come 
from coal first. 


:'Of course, some people still burn 


wood. But, that's only away out in 
the" country. 
So, I may safely say, 


coal is man's dearest possession. Its 
hidden power, composed of the stored- 
up energy derived from 
the sun- 


beams of the long past, by dint of 
application 
and 
perseverance 
on 


man's part, has 
rendered 
possible 


steam cars, automobiles and other 
means of rapid transportation. 


"The 'Great Dismal Swamp' lying 


to the south of Norfolk, Va., and 
stretching far away into North Caro- 
lina, furnishes one of the best com- 
parisons of present days to a probable 
view of a prehistoric coal bed in pro- 
cess of formation. 
The whole place 


is one enormous quagmire, overgrown 


with water plants and trees. 
The 


soil is as black as ink from the old, 
dead leaves, grasses, roots and stems 
which lie in it, and so soft that every- 
thing would sink into it. if it were 
not 
for 
the 
mattpd ronts of the 


mosses, ferns and other plants which 
hind it together. Yon may dig down 
for ten or fifteen feet, and find noth- 
ing but peat made from the remains 
of plants which have lived and died 
there in succession for ages and ages, 
while the black trunks of the fallen 
trees lie here and there, gradually 
being covered up by the dead plants. 


"Peat when dried becomes firm and 


makes an excellent fire, and if it were 
pressed until hard and solid it would 
not be unlike coal. Pure peat is free 
of earth. The explanation is not dif- 
ficult. 
Streams' flow constantly, or, 


rather, coze. Into the Great Dismal 
Swamp from the land that lies to the 
west, but instead of bringing mud in 
with them as rivers Co to the se», 
they bring only pure, clear water, 
because, as they filter through the 
dense jungle 
of- reeds, ferns and 


shrubs which grow around the marsh, 
all earth is sifted out and left be- 
hind. 


"We know that the surface of the 


earth is constantly changing. Now, 
if the land to th* »ast were to sink 
sufficiently to aJlto-:/ the salt water 
of tte Atlantic ocean to steal in. all 


the vegetable matter would gradual- 
ly be killed and tbe water from the 
streams in the west would no longer 
be filtered, but -would bring down 
mud and locve it as a layer over the 
dead plants. 
If the ground went on 


sinking till the 
sea

the 


whole place the sea sand vould be 
thrown down ever the clay and grad- 
ually pressed down by the weight of 
new sand above, till it formed solid 
sandstone and our conl bed becomes

thick mass of sandstone above the 
bed had been laid down, the sinking 
must have stopped and the land have 
risen a little, so tjie sea was dtiven 
back;

est would spring up. and a second 
bed of peat 
and 
vegetable matter 


would begin to accumulate to form

He was 
not in sympathy with the Pattison ad- 
ministration and blocked the efforts 
of the Democrats to reorganize the in- 
stitution. 


Recruit Held For Murder. 


Columbus, 
O., July 13.—Charles 


Johnson, a recruit at the Columbus 
post, was arrested here by William M. 
Salter, a deputy sheriff from the moun- 
tains of Kentucky. Johnson is wanted 
in Elliott county in northeastern Ken- 
tucky, for the killing of James Boggs, 
a white man, in front of a country 
church. The Saturday before he had 
attempted to kill four people in Law- 
rence county, Ky. He is said to be a 
moonshine desperado of the worst 
type, and plainly intimated to the 
guards at the barracks that he ex- 
pects to cause some trouble before his 
captor gets him back to Kentucky in 
jail.

THAT ABE LAWFUL 


IN FOOO PRODUCTS 


Washington, July 13.—The aepart- 


ment of agriculture promulgated regu- 
lations governing the use of benzoate 
ol soda and sulphur fumes as preserr- 
atlves of fruits and other foods, which 
regulations 
were prepared by the 


board of food and drug inspection and 
approved by the secretaries of agri- 
culture, treasury and commerce and 
labor. In accordance with the pro- 
vision of law that food products shall 
not contain substances which lessen 
their wholesomeness, orders were is- 
sued that no drug, chemical or harm- 
ful, or deleterious dye or preservative 
should be used. Protests coming in 
caused the federal authorities to tem- 
porarily withhold the regulations. The 
statement just issued permits the use 
of common salt, sugar, wood smoke, 
potable distilled liquors and condi- 
ments, and, pending further investiga- 
tion, the use of saltpetre.

Boise, Ida., July 13. — There is a 


prospect 
now that the 
Haywood 


case may be brought to a conclusion 
within two weeks. The state expects 
to close the rebuttal by Wednesday or 
Thursday next. The defense express 
the opinion that the sur-rebuttal will 
be in by Saturday. Under the circum- 
stances the case will be given to the 
jury by thp end of the last week of 
this month. 
Only one witness re- 


mains to be called by the defense, 
which will rest today. 


William Haywood was in the wit- 


ness chair six hours, the time being 
divided equally between his own coun- 
sel and Senator Borah, who conducted 
the cross-examination. 
When turned 


over to the state, the 
prisoner- 


witness turned in his chair and 
faced Mr. Borah, his face and jaws 
firmly set 
There was a. stir in the 


courtroom and then an absolute si- 
lence. The first questions and an- 
swers came in such, subdued tones 
that Mr. Richardson, of 
Haywood's 


counsel, asked the witness to speak 
out. Borah's cross-examination, always 
rapid-fire, was more than usually 
quick, but from first to last Haywood 
preserved complete self-possession anr' 
control. 
At times his replies came 


as quickly as the questions were flung 
at him. Again he would hesitate and 
speak slowly with a marked emphasis. 
Borah's manner was courteous through- 
out. 
Once, when Senator 
Boral 


pressed Haywood as to his sentiment 
toward Former Governor 
Steunen- 


berg, Haywood said quietly and with 
a smile, "I felt no different towards 
Steunenberg, Senator, than I do to- 
wards you or any of those people." 
Senator Borah looked up quickly, but 
be did not smile. He said very quietly, 
"Yes, I have been given to under- 
stand something of that sort," and 
did not push the subject. 


Much of Haywood's testimony was 


a repetition in detail of Moyer's testi- 
mony. Haywood, however, made no 
effort to deny his knowledge of Or- 
chard and his affairs or his connection 
with Simpkins. 
He was 
pressed 


closely as to the passage of telegrams 
relating to the engagement of counsel 
to defend Orchard, and in this connec- 
tion, admitted that he knew Simpkins 
had retained counsel, but that there 
was no record of any report from 
Simpkins to the officials of the West- 
ern Federation. 
Like Moyer, Hay- 


wood had never heard Orchard make 
threats against Steunenberg, though 
he had heard of Orchard's claim that 
he had lost his interest in the Her- 
cules mine because of the troubles in 
the 
Coeur d'Alenes. Haywood ex- 


plained the draft sent to Simpkins for 
J100 on Dec. 21, 1905, on the ground 
that Simpkins had left the money with, 
him for safe keeping. He had no ac- 
knowledgment of the receipt of the 
money and had not heard from Simp-, 
kins since that time. Haywood said 
he never told Peitibone that he had 
sent any money to Simpkins. In his 
opening speech Mr. Darrow said it 
was doubtful if the defense would at- 
tempt to explain the copy of the letter 
received by Orchard while he was in 
jail in Caldwell, in which he said that 
this letter was in reply to one from 
him to Pcttibonc, a-sking for S100. 


Where Orchard connected Haywood 


or the Western federation with crime, 
the v.'itness was very eTyphsMr atrl 
prompt in his denials. He showed no 
hesitation or desire to conceal the 
fact that Orchard had visited him at 
his house or that he on different occa- 
sions had conversations with Orchard. 
He denounced the administration of 
Colorado at the time of the troubles 
as corrupt, and he extolled the value 
of the Western Federation. Through- 
out Haywood rang the note of antago- 
nism to what he called the capitalist 
class, and his confirmed view that only 
by such methods as those followed by 
the Western Federation can the work- 
ingmen hope to control the situation.

When Felton became as- 
sistant United States treasurer he gave 
Keene his seat on the exchange, to be 
paid for at whatever it might be -worth 
w hen the young man was able to pay. 


A few months later Keene paid Fel- 


ton several times the \alue of the seat 
at the time he acquired it, but he was 
making money so rapidly that the out- 
lay was not felt. By 1876 James R. 
Keene had made several millions- 
some say .$6,000.000—by speculating in 
mining stocks during the "Bonanza" 
period. Then his health failed and he 
determined on a trip to Europe.

Then he 
got into a combination against his own 
judgment to corner the world's wheat 
market. Just when it seemed that all 
was ready for the big rake off Jay 
Gould and others sprang a coup that 
came near shipping Keene back by 
the box car route. There is still in 
the street the tradition of a forged tel- 
egram which split the corner and 
smashed Keene to smithereens. When 
he (rawlcd out from under the ava- 
lanche he was al out a million and a 
half in debt.

I will 
stiil walk Wall street when every man 
of the band that has plotted my ruin 
and worked it will be either dead or 
bankrupt." 


Still Walks V/zll Street. 


Jay Gould has been .lead these many 


years. Keeue still walks Wall street, 
Imicg paid off all his debts and made 
several fortunes since 1884. 
But for 


some years Keene was not so mufh of 
a figure in the street. Again they said

had said it when he first lost bis money 
in Pan Francisco. He became during 
those years more of a promoter than 
an independent operator. 
Having eat-

He boomed sugar for the 
Havemeyers. Incidentally he boomed 
it for Keene, sweetening his tooth to 
the extent of some ?2.000,000. 


Then Keene bit off a large chew of 


tobacco, but not larger than he could 
chew. Practically the some ring that 
had tripped him up in the wheat bin 
tried to strangle him with tobacco 
juice, but Keene •wns keeping his own 
counsel then. He had grown cautious. 
He rushed 7.">.000 shares of tobacco in- 
to the market, the price dropped from 
130 to 113 the rinsr lost and Keene 
won a million and a half in a day. 


"Give a man rope enough and he 


will hang himself," says a wise one. 
Keene took a lot of rope—American 
Corddffe—and added a few more mil- 
lions to Iiis pile, incidentally stringing 
up a few of his enemies. 


By that time, which was a matter of 


nine or ten years ago, James R. Keene 
had succeeded in convincing Wall 
street that if he ever returned to Cali- 
fornia he could go in his own private 
palace car or in an airship if he pre- 
ferred to take that risk. There have 
been ups and downs since, but never 
nn out, though it is understood that 
Mr. Keene lost largely by the failure 
of his son-in-law's firm, Talbot J. Tay- 
lor & Co., about four years ago. But 
the Keene family larder was secure in 
any event. Many years ago a silent 
partner, Mrs. Keene. persuaded her 
husband to give her half of his earn- 
ings. When Mr. Keene made a million 
Mrs. Keene was half a million richer. 
As the silent partner did not speculate, 
the money remained in the family. 


His First Big Horse Victory. 
Mr. Keene is known as a man of In- 


domitable energy. "He could get rich 
in a desert if any one could," says an 
intimate associate. This recalls a story 
in connection with the first big horse- 
flesh victory of Keene's career. His 
horse Foxhall won the Grand Prix at 
Paris in 1881. 
Twenty years earlier 


Keene had been at his Horsetown 
stage, and one of his acquaintances in 
the California country was Dan Gait- 
land. When Foxhall won the Grand 
Prix, Dan was still prospecting up in 
Grant county, Ore., not far north of 
Horsetown. He heard the news and 
rushed into the presence of Tom Mer- 
ry, another acquaintance of the Cali- 
fornia Keene. 


"Tom," said Dan, "did yez hear 


phwat Jim Keene done las' Sundah?" 


"And what was that?" 
"The papers sez he bate the divil out 


iv the frog eaters wit' a horse named 
Foxyhall." 


"Well," 6aid Tom, "from what I re- 


member about Jim he's a mighty hard 
man to keep down." 


"Roight ye be," rejoined Dan. "Ye 


cud putt Jim Keene aboard a ship an' 
send him to say, an' if the ship wuz 
wrecked on a desert oisland Jim 'uld 
be walkin' around, he wud, an' the 
nex' day he'd be sellin' maps iv the 
place to all the natives." 


Mr. Keene has owned some of the 


greatest horses on the turf 
This sea- 


son his colt Peter Pan earned $32,- 
000 in four races in less than thirty 
days. He owned Domino, over whose 
Kentucky grave he erected a hand- 
some marble shaft. Other great ones 
developed by Keene were Sysonby, 
Commando, Cap and Bells and Tom- 
my Atkins. 


Dearly Loves Horses. 


Mr. Keeue's love for horses is his 


ruling passion. One day a horse fan- 
cier whom Keene had met in Ken- 
tucky called to see the great financier 
iu his New York offices. Half a dozen 
men were in the anteroom. The Ken- 
tuckian finally requested the young 
man to tell Mr. Keeue that Bill Scully 
of Kentucky had dropped in to say 
"Howdy." 
Scully started away, but 


as soon as the millionaire heard that 
he had called the door flew open, and 
Keene rushed out into the hall, yell- 
ing: 


"Hey, Bill! Here, Scully!" 
When Scully was dragged Into the 


inner sanctum he protested that he 
was taking up Mr. Keene's time. 


"Not by any means," replied Keene. 


"I can talk stocks any day, but it isn't 
often that I get to talk horse with a 
Kentuckian." 


There is nothing saturnine about 


Keene. He lik^s his little joke. Not 
long ago he was reading a review of 
certain financial undertakings when he 
reached tins sentence: 


"It was then that the Rockefeller 


stocks came to the relief of these agi- 
tat'-d. overoapitali/ed properties." 


"1 hat's a disguised way of saying 


that John P. poured oil on the trou- 
bled waters," remarked Mr. Keene. 


A country boy in Indiana wrote Mr. 


Keene that he wanted to make a for- 
tune, but so many doors were clo«ed to 
him that he didn't Know which one to 
open. "Open the one labeled Tush,''' 
wrote back the financier.

Pittshurg, July 
13—Comparison 


between the latest passenger locomo- 
tive built for the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and the oldest locomotive 
in 


America shows tne 
progress 
made 


since the first railroad train was put 
into service at Bordentown, N. J., on 
the Cainden and Amboy railroad, No- 
Aember 12, 1S31, 
nearly 
76 years 


years ago. 
The oldest 
locomotive, 


the John Bull, is still intact, at the 
National Museum in Washington. 


The locomotive just received from 


the &hopb bj the Pennsylvania and 
put into trial service 
on the lines 


west of Pittsburg is of the Pacific 
type. 
Its pulling capacity is about 


half as great again as that of the At- 
lauuc tjpe, and it is the most pouei- 
ful passenger locomotive in use on 
the Penns>l\ania lines. On the divi- 
Ficns of the road where there are 
heavy grades it will haul 10-car and 
12-car irams, while the Atlantic type 
hauls only eight cars. 


Locomotive and tender, when the 


latter is loaded with coal and water, 
weigh 409.000 pounds 
The "John 


Bull" loaded for 
operation, weighs 


21.623 pounds, about one-eighteenth 
ab much as the new Pacific. 


The new locomotive has six driving 


wheels, 80 inches in diameter. The 
elm-ing wheels of the old engine are 
only 54 inches in diameter. 


The boiler of the new Pacific con- 


tains 3i:j tubes, each 21 feet long, 
making a total of more than a mile 
and a third of two and a quarter in 
pipes through which the flame and 
h^at from the fire box pass on their 
way to the stack. The heating sur- 
face of the tubes is 4,427 square feet,

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JUSTICE IN TAXATION 


Representative of Labor Dis- 


cusses Taxation Question. 


James A. Robinson of the Ohio 


Federation of Labor Makes 


Timely Suggestions. 


CATTir.r-f-7TP 


Jamos A. Robinson of Canton, Ohio, 


first vice president of HTe Ohio Fed- 
eration of Labor, read a paper OD 
"Taxation in the State of Ohio," bo- 
fore the State Tax Commission at the 
meeting of April 8. 


Mr. Robinson said It is a common 


assumption of many people that la- 
bor does not bear its share of the 
burdens of state, but he did not care 
to discuss the question from that 
point of view alone, but rather as a 
question 
of 
justice 
between 
all 


classes. 


"Under the present system of ap- 


praising real property," continued Mr. 
Robinson, "the small home is valued 
higher than the building site and com- 
mercial property in the center of the 
city. This is due to two causes. 
First, the assessor is able to tell pret- 
ty accurately the value of a house and 
lot or a farm, whose value is from 
one to three 
thousand 
dollars. 


Second. 
Under the 
plan of val- 


uing real property every ten years 
the 
small 
home 
owner's 
prop- 


erty is kept on the tax duplicate at its 
full or more than its full value (for 
it does not change very much) while 
the 
valuable building sites, worth 


more per front foot than the entire 
value of the small home, will double, 
oft-times treble in value before the 
next assessment is made. 


"To the extent that the laboring 


man is a home owner therefore he is 
more heavily burdened than any oth- 
er class and to the extent that the 
taxes paid by the owner are shifted lo 
him as a tenant he is equally heavily 
burdened. 


"A correction of these Inequalities 


seems to me to be an easy achieve- 
ment It can be accomplished by the 
more -frequent valuation of real prop- 
erty and by some means for giving 
publicity to the valuations as they are 
fixed by the assessors. 


Promote Labor. 


"Just as the valuable sites in the 


cities are undervalued, so the mines, 
the oil and the gas wells, and the 
valuable mineral rights of the state 
which mount up into the hundreds of 
million of dollars are assessed in 
many instances at their value as 
farms. They are capitalized by their 
owners at many times their farm 
figure. Now it is to the advantage of 
those who consume coal, and oil and 
gas and other minerals that they be as 
cheap as possible rather than as dear. 
It is to the advantage of all classes 
that these valuable resources, that 
cost the owners but little, if any more, 
than farm values, should be used and 
not monopolized. It is to the ad- 
vantage of all thrwo who labor that 
these resources should be worked 
rather than held out of use, for this 
will increase the demand for labor and 
consequently the well being of all 
classes. It should be the object of the 
state to encourage enterprise and in- 
dustry and cheapen the price of these 
raw materials. By what means can the 
state, without dealing an injustice to 
any one, promote this end? It would 
seem to me that a law should be pass- 
ed by which 8ll of the mining, oil, gas 
and -svery other mineral property in 
the state would bo valued by a state 
board at the capitalized value that the 
owner placed u'-'rn it himself.

Beauty Mints for Mothers

M 


ANY -^n easy-going mother has 


lived to dread the opt-repeated 
question from her child: "Why 


did you let me do it?" This is particu- 
larly true in the matter of personal dis- 
figurement. 
A 
trifling 
habit, 
easily 


broken in mere babyhood, is indulged 
in until some feature of'an otherwise 
pleasant face is sadly contorted. 
It is 


so much easier to let baby-boy suck his 
thumb and stare at the ceiling in silent 
contentment than to fight the habit with 
a thumb cot—yet only the other day I 
met a boy who never, never smiled 
while I was at his house. When I had 
gained his confidence, I learned that1 
by sucking his thumb as a baby, he had 
spoiled the shape of his mouth. 
Now, 


whenever he smiles, the upper lip is 
lifted hideously, displaying not only his 
upper teeth but prominent upper gums 
as well. As soon as this boy has earn- 
ed the money, he says he is going to an 
eminent surgeon to have that lip op- 
erated upon, i That is why he is afraid 
to smile. A little girl who was permit- 
ted to suck her thumb until she was old 
enough to go to school, now has two 
prominent upper teeth that stick out 
like tusks. 


Many mothers who sit up nights to 


make baby clothing line enough for a 
rich man's child, are too busy to see 
thut the same baby gets a fair start 
toward personal attractiveness, if not 
beauty. 


If your baby lias prominent' ears, 


make some little night caps that will fit 
down snugly over the offending 
mem- 


bers and never let him sleep without a 
cap. 
The ears should not be strapped 


close to the head, but they should he 
hild in position during the sleeping 
hours so that they are not pushed fur- 
ther from the head. 


If his nose is broad and shapeless, 


massage it gently, always working it 
out between thumb and forefinger to a 


point. Think how often you sit reading 
with baby lying content upon your knee. 
'Just suppose that i-f, with the book in • 
one hand, you massaged his misshapen 
little nose with the other for ten or 
fifteen minutes, morning and afternoon, 
how much you could do toward improv- 
ing, its shape! 
If it has a tendency to 


turn up in a pug. massage it gently but 
firmly with a downward stroke toward 
the lips. 


If the eyebrows,are scant, begin train-' 


ing them before baby is a month old. 
Rub them gently each night with vasel-' 
ine; and. after the bath each morning, 
brush them into a good arch with a 
tiny soft brush which you can buy for 
this purpose at any drug store. 
If the 


lashes are thin, ask your- family doctor 
to cut them at least twice before bain- 
is three months old. This encourages 
the growth. 
I knew a young mother 


whose principal 
facial defect had al- 


ways been colorless, thin Irishes and 
brows. 
Her husband's face also lacked 


character along these lines. 
Yv'hen her 


babies came, she used the treatment 
outlined above; and. although both chil- 
dren had light hair like their parents, 
their appearance was greatly helped by 
long lashes and well-formed brows, quite 
a little darker than the hair. 


A child's nails should receive regu- 


lar attention, and as soon as he can be 
trusted with an orange stick he should 
.be taught to care for his own nails. The 
child who has never known what it was 
to come to table or go to bed with • 
dirty finger nails will not have to be 
broken of this dirty habit in later years. 
If the skin is kept back with an orange 
stick, the little white crescent will al- 
ways show in his finger nail and he will 
never suffer from hangnails, which often 
torture small hands. 
If the fingers arc 


flat and shapeless, thev must be mas- 
saged twice a day from the very day 
of baby's birth. 


Care of Your Baby in Summer 


Never is the proverbial ounce of pre- 


vention so valuable, so vital, as in hot 
weather, and especially in the care of 
infants. 
Many a mother has realized 


•when it is too late that if she had been 
a little careful in advance, there would 
have been no illness to cure. Here arc 
some preventive hints for inexperienced 
mothers. 


Watch 
the baby's temperature; 
a 


sudden chill in summer is as dangerous 
as a sudden rise in '-mperature. 


Sponge the baby with coo! water aL 


least twice a day. 


Babv should sleep alone and under 


Avoid 
over-feeding. 
When

months old. baby should be fed every 
two hours. At six months lie should lie 
fed every four hours, with plenty of 
cool drinking water between feedings. 


Do not dose baby on your own re- 


sponsibility, either with soothing syrup 
or patent medicine. Either act on advice 
of your physician or give no medicine at 
all." 


Do not imagine that because baby is_ 


constipated, he is not in clanger of 
cholera infantum. The bowels should be 
kept normal, neither too loose nor too 
tight. 


If you raise baby on artificial food ot 


any 
sort, 
keep 'bottles 
immaculately 


clean and be lavish in the supply ot" nip- 
ples. 
The bottles should be washed, 


then scalded or boiled, then rinsed in 
cold water and aired before use. Nip- 
ples should be cleaned in cold water and 


thrown away as soon as they smell anv- 
thing but sweet and pure. 


Do not imagine that because milk 


seems the natural food for every babv. 
it is the only thing that will agree with 
yours. 
If you are nursing baby and be 


vomits and has dysentery, your own 
health needs attention, your system, and 
particularly your digestive organ?, need 
building up.
